T*HE Inſtruftions which were given to Father 
| Ze Berule, were to render himſetf. with all 
diligence at Rome, to obtain the Pope's Difpen- 
fation, and to this effect to repreſent to his Holi- 
neſs, That the King of Great Britain having de- 
manded of the King, his Siſter, Madame Hentietta 
Maria tor a Wife for the Prince of Wales, his 
Son: His Majeſty  harkned the more willingly 
to this propolition in that he eſteem'd ic very 
Proficable rowards the converſion of the Eng/;ſh, 
as heretofore a. French Princeſs married into Eng- 
Hand, had induced them to imbrace Chriſtianity ; 
but the Honour which he vowed ro the Holy 
See, and particularly to his Holineſs, who Bap- 
tized him in the Name of Pope Clement the 8th, 
did nor permit him to execute. the Treaty with- 
our having obtained his Diſpenſations. Thar 
this Marriage ought to be lookg upon, not only 
for the benefit of the Eygliſh Catholicks , but of 
all Chriſtendom, who would thereby receive grear 
advanrage : That th:re was nothing to be haz- 
arded for in Mz4aze, ſeeing thar ſhe was as firm 
in the Faith and in Picty, as he could dehire :

[2nd are United in one Solemn League and Covenant, 
in Fan. laſt, Leſley ( or Leven ). entered England 
with an Army of 18000 Foor, and 3500 Horſe 
and Dragoons ; and ſoon after the Earl of Calen- 
ar entred England with an Army of 19000 
Scots more; theſe Commanded by Old and Ex- 
perienced Officers : And rhe Engliſh Parliament's 
Armies were commanded by as Brave and Refo- 
lute Commanders as were to be found in Europe: 
The Fleet wholy at the Parliament's devotion, 
and ſo was the City of London. So that if you 
[ook upon the Superſtructure, nothing could ap. 
pear more ſtrong and laſting. 


And all this rime you hear little of Oliver 


Cromwell, more than that he was a Captain vf 
Horſe, and being of a Bold and Active Spirit, 
ſecured the Town of Cambridgefor the Parliament, 
and was very diligent in obſtrafting ſeveral

He was Nephew to Sir Oliver Cromivell, who 
hadavery great Eſtate ; bur his Father beinga 
younger Brother, had not above 300 7. per Ann, 
as was {ajd, Their Name Originally was notCrom- 
el, but Williams, and the Name of Cremnvel was 
by this accident; When Cromwe! Farl of Eſſex 
fell, in the Reign of H. 8. he had Cramwells An- 
ceſtor in his Service who was 2 Perſon of hve 
Parts, and induſtrious in Buſinefs, which #. 8. 
obſerving, took him into his Service, but upon 
all occafions call'd him Crowe! ; and the King 
being ask'd the reaſon, anſwered, He calf'd bins

Our Over being of a Turbulent and Aﬀpiring 
Dit on, his nc, contracted Fortunes 
could nor ſupport his Fxtravagancies, whereby 
he was like by have fallen $54 thoſe troubles 
which uſually atterd thoſe Folkes; and 

revent them, he ſers up for New Ezz/and, where 

e becomes a moſt Zealous Promoter of their 
Cauſe; Bur this could not long cantingue him 
there, for in their firft Planting themſelves, they 
were poor, fo as he could ror find Means and 
Opportunity ro fupport his Extravagancies, and 
fv back he Came again into England: 

About the year 1638, the Undertakers wo 
Drain the Fen-Lands in Lincoinſvire and the lile 
of E!y, fer up This Undertaking was mainly 
ans by the Town of Cambridge, fearing it 
Would poi! thetr Navigation berween C— 
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and TymRepis, whence Cambridge was ſupplied 
with Sea-Coal, Wine, and other Proviſions. 

When the Writs were iſſued out for Calling 
the ſecond Parliament in 1640, Oliver ſets up 
to be Choſen Burgeſs for the Town of Cambridge 
aſfaring them that if he were Choſen, he would 
make it his Buſineſs to overthrow the Projeft of 
Draining the Fens. Burt tho' by this Project he 
Hog be Choſen, yet after he became PtoteCtor, 
e moſt induſtriouſly promoted the Project of 
Draining the Fens. | 

Bur tho' Crowwel was of a Turbulent : and Al- 
paring Spirit, yet before the Civil Wars broke 
out in Ergland, he was not converſant in any 
Military Diſcipline, nor indeed of any other 
Learning, or juſt or lawful Calling : His Perſon 
was of a Robuſt and Courſe Completion, his 
Face Red, ſo was his Noſe, (1 fancy like the 
Roman General Syl.'s ) great, and ſtraked with 
blew Veins. In promoting his Cauſe and In- 
rereſt, he was moſt Induſtrious and Indefatiga- 
ble: Theſ& Qualities were Obſerved and Feared 
by ſome both of the Kings and Parliaments 
Party, before they came to be publickly known, 
and put in Execution : I'll givean inſtance or two 
hereof. 

When the Kirg ſummoned the Members of 
Parliament 'of his Party to mcer at Oxford, in 
Lone laſt, Willizms Archbiſhop of York was 
ikewiſe ſummoned ; with whom the* King 
privately conſulted what Courſe was beſt to be 
taken in the prefent Circumſtances of his Aﬀairs; 
The Archbithop adviſed him by all means ro 
come to an Agreement with the Parliament, 

tor 
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for ſince the Scots were come into England in 
ſuch Numerous Armies, and the Engliſh of che 
Parliaments Party in theſe rwo laft years having 
acquired a Military Knowledge, it would in all 
appeararice be impoſſible for rhe King long ro 
withſtand their Forces ; but above all, he adviſed 
the King to get Cromwe! over to his fide, if poſſi- 
ble ;. otherways to take him off by any means, 
or he would be the Kings Ruine ? as pou may 
read more at large in the 2d. part of the Biſhop 
of Litchfield”s Lite of Williams. 

Nor was Cromwe!! leſs terrible ro the Earl of 
Eſſex, and the Scorch Commiltioners, than to the 
King's party ; ſo that one Evening, the Earl and 
ſeveral of his Confidents, viz. Mr, Hollis, Sir 
Phillip Stapleton, and Sir fobn Meyrick and others, 
with the Scoreh Commillioners, were in conful- 
tation how to get rid of Cramwel, and fenr ro 
Serjeants Hhitzelock and Maynard about ir, wha 
came; and Eſſex told them, Thar ke fenr for 
chem to have their Advice and Counſel. upon a 
matter of Great importance concerning both 
Kingdoms ; in which the Lords Commithoners 
of Scotland are Concerned for their Kingdam, as 
we for ours; and they, as well as we, know 
your Abilities and Integrity, and are detirous of 
eos Counſel in this great Buſineſs, which both 
the Serjeants promiſed faithfully ro give. Bur 
here take notice, That as the Erg/iſh Parliament 
call'd choſe who were Oppoſite to them, Malig- 
nants, {o the Scarch call'd choſe oppolite tO them, 
[ncen, lf aries .

IF it be (o ſtrange that Cromwel ſo bred, and 
having no Correſpondence Abroad or at Home, 
ſhould in two years time get ſuch an Afcendant 
over the Parliament's Army in England, fo Com. 
manded and Diſciplin'd as aforeſaid ; it will ap- 
pexr more Admirable by what mean Perſons he 
chiefly Atchiev'd it, as by Pride, Whatey, Herw- 
ſon, Hariſon, Goff, Ven, Barkſtead, Cobbet, ( Whey, &C. 
Broken Citizes, and not before acquainted with 
any Military Diſcipline. 

Bur while this Canker- Worm was breeding in 
the Bowels of theP arliament and Army, the 
Winds of adverſe Fortune blew almoſt conſtantly 
gn the face of the Kings Aﬀairs ; and to tell par- 
ricularly of all the Battles, Sieges and Ren-coun- 
rers which happened in England in theſe two 
Next years, would {well this Story to a much 
greater bulk than I deſign: You may read them

Upon the 29th. of March, the King's Army, 
commanded by Gen. Forth and Sir Ralph Hopton, 
Was totally Routed near //incheſter, by Sir Filliam 
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Waller, Sir William Balfour and Sir Authar Hafferig; 
and *"rwas obſerved thar two Triſh Regiments 
which ſerved the King in this Fight, were che 
firſt which broke and run away : And ſoon af- 
ter Captain Swan!ley ſecured Milford-Haven, 
Hawerford-Weft, and all Pembrook-ſhire, for the 
Parliament : Ard upon the 11th. of 4pril, my 
Lord Fairfax and his Son Sir Themas, took Selby 
in York-ſhire by Storm, and 1n it Collonel Bell aſis 
Governour, with moft of the other Offers, and 
1600 Common Soldiers, with all their Guns, 
Arms, and Ammurition. 

To qualife theſe Loffes in fome meaſnre, rhe 
King about the latter end of Fune, fighrs Waller 
at Cropredy-Bridge, and rours him, kills 300 of 
his Men, and Weems, General of the Ordnonce, 
was taken Prifoner, with rwo Licutenam-Colo- 
nels, three Caprains, and ſeveral other Offcers, 
and 180 common Soldiers, with 14 pieces of 
Cannon. 

This ſmall Viory bore no proportion to the 
:rrepairable Loſs the King fuftain-d m the Nored; 
for York being beſieged by the United Forces of 
Mrncheſter, both rne Fairfaxes, Farher and yon, 
and Lcwven ({ or Lefſey ) General of the Scots ; 
Prince Rupert with all the Powers he could raife 
marched to the Relict ot it, after he had Reficved 
Latham-Hoz em Lancathire, bravely defended by 
the Counteſs of Darby ; The Parhament Forces 
nherenpon raiſed their Siege, and the Prince ferch- 
ing 2 Compats about, reheved York, and 1oyred 
with the Marquets of New-Caft/e, to us the 
Prince's Army was 27000 ftrong ; with winch 
he marched io Morin er, whither the Parliz- 
Ents 


\ 
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ments Army was marched before; and upon the 
ehird, doth Armies fought, and the Prince with 
the Lefr Wing charged the Parliaments Righr 
Wing, and routed and purſued them a great 
way ; and fo did General Goring, Sir Charles Lu- . 
#as, and Major General Porter, rout the main 
Body of the Parliaments Army : ſo that all the 
three Parliament Generals, Fairfax, Manebeſter, 
andLeſly, gave all for loſt. 

" Rur the Prince, as he did before at Edghill, 
purſuing the Enemy fo far, gave an Opportunity 
to Sit Thormas Fairſax tO rally his men, and joy- 
nIng with Cromwel's Regiment of Loblters, armed 
with Por and Breaſt, fell upon the Right Wing 
of the King's Army, and routed them, and al- 
fo thereſt of the King's Foot, deſtitute of Horſe, 
and obtain'd a complear Vitory. In this fight 
above 7000 were ſlain, 3000 of the Kings part 
faken Priſonzrs, and 25 Ordnance, 47 Colours, 
x0000 Arms, rwo Waggons laden with Carabi- 
q9nd Piſtols, 1 30 Barrels of Powder, with all 
the Bag and Baggage. 
Hewſon, one of the Parliaments Generals, re- 
turned to the Siege of York, and ſummoned it, 
Which was delivered up to them by Sir Thomas 
ns and the Marqueſs of Newcaſtle Went

-.The; North thus ſubducd, upon the matter, 
Eſzx by the pertwaſion of my Lord Roberts, 
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marches into the We, but a different Fate at- 
tended him ; For the King followed him, and 
joyning with Prince Maurice, followed Eſfſx in- 
to Cmmnwal, where he block'd up all the Avenues, 


ſo as Eſſex muſt either fight, or be ſtarved; bug 
in regard that the King had pofleſt himſelf of 
all the Paſſages, Fjex could nor fghr withour 
an apparent hazard of the lofs of his Army ; 
Howevet, Sir Wil.iam Balfcur with 1550 Horſe, 
brake throaghk the Kings Army, and gor to Selt- 
Aſh, and from thence to Plimouth, which held 
for the Parliament. 

Now were the Parltaments Foot in a wretch- 
ed ſtare; the King clofely purſuing rhem, and 
the Countrey People rifing upon them ; Here- 
upon Eſſex deſerts them, and with divers of his 
Officers by Sea got to Plimouth, leaving Shippes 
to rake Care of the reft ; who upon the 2d. of 
Seprember Capitulared.7s aeliuer AP 79 the Ring al 
their Artillery, with ai; he Bag and Bag rave ; no 
Perſon under a Ccrpora: to wear any kind of I/eapon, 
all Officers above, to wear only Sword and Piſfal. 
And to Soippon marched to Pool, which was in 
the Parliaments Power. 

The 1I! Succeſs of Eſſex in this Expedition, was 
the caufe of Eſſex his Fall, ( rho” the Parliament 
ar preſent feemed ro be ocherwiſe difpoted ) and 
of the-Rife of Cr:ommre!.

Joig in their Common Intereſt againſt the Kirk, 

which Hni/:y not only Refuſed, bur would nor 

Deign to lee Montrofs ; yet this did Huntley no 
Go0I, for aftcr Montroſs his Army was Disbanded,

Sir Thomas Glenham having Honourably De- 
fended York and Carliſe, the King thoughr no 
otner ſo fir to be Governour of Oxford 2s he ; 
Which being Block: up by the Partiament Forces, 
the, King thought himſelf in no Security in it ; 
for the Parliament refuſed ro Admit him to 
come to Landon, unle(s he Signed their Propo- 
fitlons ; now the French Ambaſlador in the Scots 
Quarters adviſed the King ro throw himlelf into. 
the Scors power ; herein you may obſerve. thar 
though Richlieu were dead, yet Mazarine COn- 
tinued the Correſpondence berween France and 
Scotland, which yet were Pentioners to France. 

This being Heb/oms choice , ine King only 
accompanied by one H#u«d/;n a Miniſter, and Mr. 
'Fobmn Aſhawnham, throws hirfelf into the Power 
of the Scots, then Belieging Newark this was Ihe 
fifth of May.

The King, ir may be, not knowing Cromwes 
had intercepted his Letters to the Queen ; and 
ſo truſting ro Cromwe!'s Promiles, and the Scots 
Commillioners flatly Protefting againſt theſe Pre- 
Iiminaries, as Oppoſite ro Religion, the Crown 
and Agreement of the Kingdoms ; refuſed to 
Sign any Propotition till a Peace were made, 
which might comprehend all Intereſts, which 
ha# no other etfe&ts, then that the Lords and 
Commons Vored.'

Addreſſes to the King. 
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e. That no Addreſſes or Applications be made to the 
King by any Perſon whatſoever, without leave from 
both Houſes.

God by Divine Law or [nſtirutions did impoawer 
Biſhaps and Prieſts wich Epiticopal and Prieftly 
Povrer, to perform their Otices detigned by 
God, for the Flanting and contnuing the Gol- 
rel; yet the Fus Divinum, from whence rheſe 
Inſtitutions were derived, is the fame in God as 
before : As God by the Law of Nature gives 
Parents a dominion over their Children, and 
Husbands over their Wives; yet the Divine Righc 
which gives theſe powers, is the fame as before ; 
and Parents and Husbands have no Divine Righc 
hereby,but a TemooralRight by Nature,or theLaw

The Principal where- 
of were Dr. Steward, and Mr. Henderſon and Mar- 
ſhal,for Presbytery ; but the Zeal on buth parts be- 
ing ſo obſtinare, as we'l as contradiftory, would 
have taken up more than all their time in theſe 
Broils, it a ſtop had not been put to them, upon 
the motion of the Marqueſs of Hartford, on the 
Kings part ; and the Ear] of Pembrock, Mr. Hollis 
and other Commitlioners, on the. Parliaments ; 
rhat they might proceed upon the other points 
Ot tne Militia, and Ireland. | 

In both theſe there was as little Agreement 
25 1n that of Religion, not any one point being 
agreed to by rhe Kings Commillioners ; ſo the 
Treaty ended, and nothing concluded, 

The other Treaties at Newcaſtle, Hampton-Court, 
and rhe lile of Wight, we have taken norice of 
nefore; So that the King was as Unſaccelſsrul in 
{415 Treaties, as in his Arms.

Chaſtity ( tho' his Enemies unjuflly traduced 

bi Gtherways ) rarely to be tound in Princes: 

He was born in Sce:/and, about 2 Years before 

his Fathes became King of Em:g/and, and bn 
L 
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bred from his Infancy in a moſt Luxurious and 
flatrering Court, tho' he avoided the Luxury 
of it, yet the Flattery of it rook ſuch deep root 
in him. that he would never permit free Coun- 
{el to rake any impreſſion in him : In his Nature 
he was over-parſimonious, ill becoming ſo 
great a Prince. 

Re laid the Foundation of an Unhappy Reign, 
before he became King ; not only in his Difſi- 
malation in the Freary of Marriage with the 
King and Irfanta of Spain, to the Diſpleafure of 
his Father ; but much more 1n the French Treaty, 
not only in ſubmitting to grant a Tolleration 
of the Popiſh Religion, and thar his Children 
ſoaid be brought up under their Mother till 
they were Twelve Years od, but by engagirg 
to Ailit the French King with a Fleet againſt 
the Retormed in France ; which he did, tho' the 
French broke their Faith, in denying Mansfield 
to Land the Army raifed for the Recovery of 
the Pa/atinate, at Callice. 

Unlike his Predecefior Henry the Fifth, who 
ſo ſoo as he became King, baniſhed all his Flar- 
terers and Toole Companions, and beraking 
himſelf ro grave and wiſe Council, he became 
the moſt Renowned and Victorious of all our 
Engl:ſh King's : Charles became more wilful, and 

ave himſelf ro be more Governed by Favour- 
ites, after he became King, than before : $0 
that the Infite Piety 2nd Aticetion which 15 duc 
to Þarents, and uſually expreoit in fome Mourn- 
ful Demcanour upon ther Death. twok no Im- 
preiſion- in him after his Fathcrs Deaih ; but 
Contrary Paſſions, againft Is Faihers Council 
and 
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and Will, prevailed upon him: For next day 
afrer his Fathers Death only the King and Buck- 
ingham preſent, the Keeper Williams, coming ro 
wait upon him, the King asked him wherhet 
the Parliament were Diflolved upon his Fathers 
Death 2 Which when the Keeper told him it 
was, the King commanded him to iflue out New 
Summons for calling another, and not to ſtay a 
day, for Subſidies muſt be had for carrying of 
a War againſt Spain ; ard when the Keeper 
adviſed him to conſider a httle hereof; and 
that before Writs were iflued our, Intereſt ſhould 
be made about Eleftions, the King in diſplea- 
ſure turned from him : Which you may read in 
the 2d. Book and 2d. f. of the Keepers Life. 
And theſe two things were obſervable in this 
Prince, That when any advited him againſt his 
Will, he would never ask it after, or be friends 
with him : And thart in all his Reign, as well it 
Proſperity as in Adverfity, he would never Own 
any one of his Irregularies ro be ſo, but Juſh- 
hed them all to his Death. | 

As Henry was the moſt Self-Denying of all his 
Glorious Actions, aſ{ctibing them only to God z 
So Char/es upon all Occations, in all his Irregular 
Actions, gloried he was accountable to none 
bur God for them. 

After he was Married; he became the moſt 
Uxorious Husband ot all the Eng/ih Kings. ex- 
CEPT Henry the Sixth, and being inzargled by 
the Artictkes of Mart'i:ge, , which the Queen 
toktered, and the Laws and Conſtitutions of the 
Nation Contrary to them, which his Parliaments 
fiedt:ſtly Aﬀecrred, he became both ways Unealy 
and 10 feconcile them was Impothble. Butto 
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me it feems, how Uxorious ſoever the King 
was, yet during Buckingham”s Regency ( for ſou 
may be truly called ) he had an Aſcendency over 
the Queen, as appears by the French War in the 
2d. year of the King, notwithſtanding all the 
power of the _ againſt ir. 

He was Unattable in his Converſation, and 
Approaches to him very difficult ; and thoſe, 
with ſuch ſtrained Submiſſions, as were never 
required by any of his Predeceſſfors. As his 
Actions were without Counſel, Sudden and In- 
conſiderate ; fo were his Reſolutions as Variable 
and Uncertain, ſo that ofrentimes he would 
change them the ſame day: And as his Actions 
were withous Counſel, ſo were his Deſigns 
without Secrecy which blaſted rhem, as well at 
Home as Abroad. 

He was fo fuperſtitiouſly addited to the A4r- 
winian-Clergy, which flatrered him, that I do 
not find, except Jwuxtoy Biſhop of Lindon, that 
he preferred any others in the Church, till he fell 
into Advertity. 

In his adverſe Fortune he would betake him- 
felf ro contrary Extreams, yet be as unconftant jn 
them, as in his Proſperity. He was only con- 
ſtant in his AﬀeCtions to the Queen, after he had 
given up his Favourites in his profperous For- 
rune to the Parliament, and her Councik fixed 
Rtill faſt in him, though in bis Declaratzons ro 
che Kingdom and Parliament he proteticd other- 
ways; and herein he was as unhappy, as he was 
before in his Deſigns in his profperity, tor they, 
whether by Fate or his own Ilmprudence, be- 
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Abroad not only to the Nation, but all theWorld; 
ſo that the finceriry of his Promiſes and Decla- 
rations became Caſo ed as well by his Friends 
as Enemies, and all Accommodation with thetn 
more difficult: Whereby it came to pats that his 
Armies being ſubdued by them, and thereby fal- 
ling into the hands of his Enemies, he became 2 
Sacrifice to them in the 49th. Year of his Age, 
having Reigned 22 Years, 10 Months and three 
Days, leaving fix Children, three Sons, Charles, 
Prince of Wales, Fames Duke of York, and Henry 
Duke of Gloceſter, whereof the rwo Elder were 
Exiles ; and three Daughters, Mary Princeſs of 
Orange, and Elizabeth a Virgin, who not long fur- 
vived him, and Henrietta Maria born at Exeter.

Cromwel. This will be a Buſineſs of more than 
ordinary difficulty ; but Really ( a word much uſed 
by him ) I think, if it may be done with Safety, and 
Preſcruation of cur Rights, both as Engliſh-men and 
as Chriftians, thet a Settlement of ſomewhat of Mon- 
archical Power would be very effectual, 
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So that the Souldiers were for a Republick, 
except Fleetwood, who knew nor what to fay ; 
the Lawyers for a mix'd Monarchy ; and many 
for the Duke of Glocefter to be King ; bur then 
Cromwel, ( deſigning for himſelf ) ſtill put of the 
debate ro: ſome other Point ; fo the Company 
part withour any reſult at all ; yet Cromwel dif- 
covered by this Meering the Inclinarions of the 
Perſons which ſpake, for which he fiſhed, and 
made uſe of whar he thus diſcerned. But this 
Point was too'tender to be further prefled at this 
time, and fo we leave it, till Cromwel ſhall give 
a further Occaſion. | 

In Of-ober this Year Haines reduced Terley [£0 
the Rump, and 1n Tanuary the Ifle of Barbadoes 
was Surrendred to Askew, ſent thither by the 
Rump ; and in this Month, an Erghiſl;-Man-of- 
War meeting with ſome Dutch Fiſhermen, dc- 
manded the Tenth Herring, as a duty for their 
Fiſhing in theſe Seas, which the Dutch denying, 
the Engliſh. ſunk one of their Ships, and all the 
Men were loſt. See Whitelock Mem. f. 487. 6, 
and he began tne firſt Quarrei between the Rump. 
and Dutch. 

The Rump thus every where Victorious at 
Home, yet it may be feared they had diſguſted 
all Chriſtian Princes by the dzath of che King ; 
and already the Czar of Muſcovy had revoked all 
the Priviledges of Trade which had been granted 
co the Engliſh in the Reigns of Queen Mary and 


Elizabeth, and continued in the Keigns of King 


Fames and King Charles ; and Baniſhed the Eng- 
liſh our of his Dominions for purting the King 


to Death; upun the 1175, of March ſent the

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| Chief Juſtice Sr. Fobns and Mr. Strickland to trear 
of a Coalition with the- Dutch, whole Title and 
Government were the ſame, or not unlike to 

- theRumps ; and if this could be obtained, both 
Republicks being incomparably Superiour to all 
the Kings in the World at Sea, they need not 
fear any Enemies abroad, 

Bur the Dutch tearing this Coalition with Eng- 
land, where the Harbours for Shipping are more, 
and much better than thoſe in Helland, would 

| rob them of the Trades they were pollefſed off; 
and that their rich Merchants, in caſe of a Coa- 
lition, would be tempted to lay out their Mo- 
' neys upon real Security in England, rather than 
ro venture them in the Contingent Accidents of 
Trade ; not only refuſed ro enter into a Coahti- 
on, but rudely treated St. Fobn, whoſe haughty 
\ Spirit, ill brooking ſuch Aﬀronts, made a Re- 
port of his Ambally, little to the Dutch Advan- 
age. Wo 

Hereupon the Rump made the Act of Navi- 
gation, deſigning thereby to have in a great 
meaſure, leflened the Dutch Trade, and increal- 
ed the Ergliſh, tho* both ſucceeded quite contra- 
Ty, as hereafter we ſhall make 1t appear: Yet 
the Engliſh by virtue of this Law, took occaſion 

to ſearch the Dutch Vellells, and often ro make 
Prize of them; whereupon the Dutch ſent over 
Four Amballadors, Catz, Van de Peere, Sharp and 
Newport tO pacihe the KUmP, which they wWerc 
ſo far from cticCting, that the Rump upon thei. 
firſt Audience upun the 15th. of April, demand 
the Arrears foi 'hc Dutch Liſting upon the Coaſts 
of England and Scorland ; That the Syrvivours oy 
ng

the Dutch, aſſiſting in the Maſſacre of the Zrgliſh | 
at Amboyna, ſhould be given up to Juftice ; and | 
a free Trade up the Scheld. | 

The Dutch Ambaſſadors were ſurprized at theſe | 
Demands, having no Inſtructions thereupon; | 
or if they had, could not have given any reaſon- | 
able Anſwer againſt them: Yer ſtill they conti- 
nued to make great Proteſtations of their Love 

and AﬀeCtion to the Commonwealth of England, 

and their moſt ardent defire of Propagating and 
Encreafing the true Reformed Religion ; yet pri- 
vately gave the State an Account how little was 
tro be,expected from the Rump by a Treaty. 
Hereupon the Dutch prepare for a War, nor was 
the Rump herein behind hand with them. 

The Dutch in May Set out a Fleet of Men-of- 
War, Commanded by Van Trump, pretending 
for the Security of Trade, but with Inſtructions | 
not to ſtrike Sail ro the Engliſh Flag, and upon | 
the 19th. of May came into Dcver Road with 4.5 
Sail of Men-of-War, where Trump Rodeat An- 
9 as if he Dehied what the Engliſh could do to 

im. | 

Blake, the Engliſh Admiral, had but rg Men- 
of-War, yer reſolved ro have an Account of 
Trump What he had ro do in Dvver Road, and 
Sailed direly ro him ; hereupon Trump ſtood 
ro the Eaſt-ward ; and by that means being be- 
come Headmoſt of the Engliſh Fleet, bore di- 
rectly upon them, and being come within Muſ- 

quet-ſhor of the Engliſh, Blake gave Order to Fire 
at Trump's Flag, which was done thrice, but in- 
ſtead of Striking it, Tr#?mp powred in a Broad- 
Side upon Blake, and Major Bourn at this time, 

T ; Coming 
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coming to Blake's Aſſiſtance, with 8 Men-of-War, 
both Fleets Engaged from 4 in the Afternoon ill 
Night, wherein there was not leſs than 2000 
Shor exchanged upon one and the other fide ; 
and the Dutch had one Man-of-War taken, and 
another ſunk, and 150 Men lain ; but the Eng- 
liſh had not one Ship loſt or difabled, and very 
ew Men killed: This Fight was the 19th. of 
May ; Van Trump in the Night drew his Ships on 
the back of the Goodwin Sands, and next Morn- 
ing Sailed bach to Zealand, inſtead of ſecuring 
the Dutch Trade. 

Hereupon the Rump fer a Guard upon the 
Dutch Ambaſſadors at Chelſey ; but tho' the Eng- 
l;ſh Fleet in this Fight received little-damage, yer 
that of the Dutch was ſo Battered, as made it un- 
fir to Fight : Abour this time Virginia ſubmitre@ 
to the Rump; but not New-England, nor ever 
after did thar I can find. 

The Dutch thus baulk'd in their expeCtatiorr 
_ of great things to be done by Van Trump, and 
finding the contrary Succeſs, fent a Paper to 
their Ambaſſadors in England, which was pre- 
ſented ro the Council of Stare the 20th. of Fune, 
therein Taking God the Searcher of all hearts to 
Witneſs, that the moſt unhappy Fight. of the Ships of 
both Commonwealths, did happen againſt the Knew- 
ledge and Will of the Lords States General_ of the 
United Netherlands, and that with Grief and Aﬀo- 
niſhment, they received the Fatal News of that un; 
happy, raſh Afion. A likely matter ; as #f Van 
Trump ſhould dare to do ſuch an Action with- 
out thar Order, and then not Puniſh him for 


it. 
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© That they did conſult and endeavour to find 
* out what Remedy chiefly may be applied to 
* mitigate that raw and bloudy Wound, and to 
* chat end had Written to gather a folemn Meet- 
* ing or Parliament of all the Provinces, where- 
*by they doubt not bur an help may be fourd

Engliſh Treaty with the Dutch in this Treaty ; for 
the Rump refuſed to Treat with them, but in 
Writing, and out of theſe, and Zo av Aitzme 
( a moſt faithful Colle&or of the Treaties of 
Peace and War, and Commerce between the 
Princes and States of his time, and ſome times 
before) Dr. Stubbe hath, I believe, faithfully

Whereupon the 
States of Holland upon the 18:h. of March, by 
their Secretary Herbert Van Beaumont, leni the 
Rump a Canting and Equivocal Letter, where- 
in I cannot find one Caregorical Propotition, and 
wherein the facred Name of God is more rent 
and torn, than I can find in any of our Enthutt- 
afts, of their zeal for the Reformed Religion, 
much endangered by this War, and the joys the 
Enemies of it conceived thereby ; and of their 
deſire of preventing the furtherEffution of Chriſti- 
an blood, and carried on by a pious zeal, and in no 
wiſe conſtrained by any other conſideration ; That 
conſideration may be had, what may be done, 
might be done for the Honour and Glory of 
God, and the good of each State ; whereupon 
withour doubr, the g6dod God, tor his Name 
ſfaxe, and by the Inſpiration of proper and fit 
E xpedients, will give his Bletling, &c.

_ Herein I take the confidence to ſay, that as 
the Covenanters ſubduing the Royaliſts, was the

"But how induftrious and victorious ſocver the 
Rump was in War, they were not ſo wiſe fn

Dutch Greatncſs at Sea, and wherein they em 

ploy more Shipping and Mariners, than the Err - 
tp do 10 atl their Foreizn Trades ; With this 
hurther adVantige to the Dutch, that they have 
ab

all thr Mariners at home, or near home, 16 
that they are always ready, upon all occations, 
10 ſerve the States; and there being bur little dit- 
ference of Climare, are healthful and ftrong ;

Barbone's Parliament was {o highly pleaſed

Whilit Cromwel and his Supream uthority 
were thus jolly in England, all was in Confuſion 
and Diftration in Helland (1 mean the Dutch 
Provinces ) the common People: obeyed no 
longer thcir Government ; the Placarts of the 
States G-neral were deſpiſed, and they in dauger 
tobe ruined and Plundred by the ignorant and 
impetuous Rabble: The Dutch Ambalſadours 
here could obtain no other Terms of Peace, than 
by a Coalition, ſatisfaction for Do,nages receiv- 
< by the Erzliſh, and ſecurity tur the future, 
that the Dutch ſhould nor do the like again; and 
that the Datch take a Leaſe for 21 years tax 
Fiihing. and tO PAY an Annual Renr. 

The Council thus reſolute, the Pleniporenti- 
aries tryed what Terms of Peace might be ha 
from Barcbone's Parliament : But theſe took the Dutch 
zo be the Outworks of Babylon, which mnſt t oe taken 
down. before there could be any coming at the Jain 
Furt : They lcokel upon the Datch as Carnal and 
Wirldly Poli tticians, enemies to the K 'n3dom of Chriſt, 
and juch as would up:n all Occaſions retard the oh 0- 
greſe of the Saints and People of God, in overturning 
the powers of tn:s Wer. nw That Antichriſt, the 2g 

Sn, could never ve d: fray ed in Italy, whilſt t 

ch retained any conſideravie ſtrength in the Cond 
Netherlands. 
| They did nc: ſet ufon the Flag, nor Domin:on 
of the Seas, but held it nec. effary i Nt oe to the COmm(yg 
of Ctriſt, and his Perſonal Reign, that the Seas ſheul:d 
e fcowered ad weſeye! d as veaceab! y as the Land, 
Yar voth ought joxnily to ſuomnit to the Power of King 
Jeſus 
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Jcfas, hoſt way they, and »# the Hollanders, 
were t0 propare : They alliaved the Procedure of the 
Dutch by petition, ſince the power of the Councth of 
State was all one with that of the Saints, and theirs 
_ frum him to whom alt power is grven : And 
on that actount the Dutch owpht to continue their 
tureſſ f Meſeignours, and Trefilluſtres Seig- 
nouars ts the Council of State, not in the [ence they 
are forbidden jn the G o[pel, but inthat whereby our 
Lord Chrift hog (ach Titles, and Conters them on 
the Saimts: That the Saints therefore might tolerate 
them, and the Dutch ought nt to refuſe them, leaſt 
it ſhould be a rejection of the Kingdom of Chriſt, which 
Was now approachins : That the Danch ought to kiſs 
the Son leaſt be be amory ; and fhdd bave a care 
how they contemned his "Holy Ones, leaſt they were

" The Dutch were now more corfourded and 
erplex'd than eyer, it was difficult to treat with, 
and impoſſible ro prev2ii upon theſe Men: They 
were now 1n danger to be ruin'd as Enemies 9 
Chriſt, rather than — : and 2 Coalition 
with England would nor fatihe, except they 
likewiſe annexed their Provi ces unto the Fifrh 
Monarchy. 

In Holland the Provinces met, tocorfulr what 
to do; The opinion of Hland was never to en- 
ter into a Coalition with England; bur That 
fri League Defenfive ſhould be profes; 
Thar they onght co contract Forergn Amittes, 
efpecially with Fravce, and to equipp out'a Fleer 
with all potfible Expedition : Yet they had lirtle 
reafon to expect much help from France, being 

do. then 
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then imbroiled in Civil Wars; beſides, they 
had ſo Juggled with France, and falſited ther 
Faith ſince the Treaty at Munſter, that they had 
little reaſon to expect any help from France : The 
other Provinces were for cntring into a League 
with the EleGor of Brandenburg, and other Ger- 
man Princes, and giving aſliſtance to the Scvrs, 
for at this time Maj. Gen. Middleton was railing 
{ſome Tumulrs there ; but their Necellities were 
preſent, and theſe Treaties remute and danger- 
ous; they could not. get any great benefit by a 
Treaty With the German. Princes, they having 
( except Brandenburg, who had but little ) ng 
power at Sea: Beſides theſe Allyances would coſt 
dear, and the Datch pretended they were very 
poor, and alſo ſuch an Alliance would prove dan- 
gcrous ; for the EleQtor of Collen might demand the 
reftitution of Reenourg, Orſoy, Rees, and other pla- 
ces, which the Dutch had filch'd from that EleEt- 
orate ; 10 might the Eltfor of Brandenburg of 
IWeſel ard cther places, wherein the Durch Co 
Garifons aboye 40 years ; belides they feared 
the Emperour might claim in right of the Em- 
pire ; and little good could be expedted form 
allting the Scots, without being ſuperiour art 
Sea, and ſending a Land-Army, which the Dwach 
could not ſpare. 

They therefore gave Orders to their Pleni-

In this State Cromwee! takes the Treaty cf Peace 
out of the Councils Hands ( tho” itill agreed with 
his Oath to the Inftrument of his Government } 
and upon the 26th of December, ( but ro days 
after his affuming the Proteftorate ) by his 
Secretary Thur/ve, brought the Dutch Plenipoter- 
tiarics a Writing, wherein the Satisfaction of 
the 34. Article, demanded by the Council, Was 
wholly ommirred ; bur the Claims of the Ea#- 
In4ia Merchants and others, were to be com- 
pounded. The 15th. Article was changed 10, as 
chat neither the Dominion of the Seas was men- 
tioned, nor their Ships to be fearched ; bur they 
were to ſtrike the Flag, and Lower their Top-

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upon the Plenipotentiaries ſtaid ; and Crommwe! 
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"ai to any Engliſh Man of War within the Br:it- 
tiſh Seas, with ſeveral other Conceſſions. 

Now the Dutch Artifice, after having made ſo 
many Proteſtations of agreeing with Cromwel 
upon better Terms than they would, It he would 
Dillolve the Rump and Barebone's Parliament, ap- 
peared: ; for notwithſtanding Crcmwel had omit- 
ted the Satisfaction demanded by the 3d. Article, 


and qualifted the 15th. yet looking upon Crom- 
-wel's State uncertain, and that he ſtood in as 


much need of them, as they of him ; without 
giving any Anſwer, upon the 28th. of December, 
delir2d a Paſs-port to depart ; now Cromwel per- 
ceived how the Plenipotenriaries had deluded 
him, and therefore declared, That if they departed 
tour concluding and ſigning the Treaty, and mu- 
tucily engagino to ratifie it in a certain time, he 


2euld nat be ovliged to it, or any part thereof : Here- 
: \ 
in plain Terms rold them, 7Fitheut the Secluſion of 
toe Prince of Orange from being' Stadtholder and 
General, no peace was to be expecied : But if Crom- 
wel thus Juggled with his Council, the Stares of 


Holland and 1/7 Friz!ar:d, did not leſs with the

For By the 915. 4 icle 0f the'Union at Urretch, 


' 1572. No Truce, Peace or War ſhould be made with- 


out. common conſent of all the Provinces, and not by 


the States General. Yet this Treaty was broken

Cromwel knew this,and the Potency of Ho!land, 
above the reſt of all the other Provinces, as alfo 
their averſion to the Houſe of Orange, and In- 
ſtructions of the Pravinces, not to exclude the 
the Prince of Orange : Hereupon Cromwe! entred 
into a ſecret conference with Beverning { the lame, 
I think, that in 1679, at Nimeouen made the 
{ſeparate Peace with"the French, without the Con- 


. federares, or the conſent of the reſt of the States) 


Thas if the Privince of Holland weuld [ion a /(ccret 
Article for to exclude the Houſe of Orange, he won!d 
be content to proceed in the Treat of Peace ; bur 
Beverning pretending he had no inftructions chere- 
in from the States; they had a Patl-port to rc- 
rurn to Holland, fanuary 6. . 

Theſe ſtaid longer before their return than 
Cromwel expeCct:d, which pur him in 2 grear 
wrath and confutton, and fſeem'd to make 
great Preparations for carrying on the 
War. The Dutch, to amule him, fend over the 
fame men in Splendid and Formal Embally, with 
conſent to all the other Articles, except the Se- 
clution of the Prince of Orange ; which Crommwel 
Signed upon the 57h. of April 1554, and Peace 
Was thereupon Proclaimed ar Lendon,. but Crome- 
el would not exchanze the Ratifications, un- 
lets the States of . Holland and Weſt brizeland, 
would make a Decree tor Excludivg the Houſe 
of Orange trom butng Statholders and General, 
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which rhe ſaid States did upon the 4th. of May 
7554, in theſe words, That the Nob; and Potent 
Stares of Holland and Weſt Friezland, would never 
eleft his preſent Highneſs or any of his Lineage fo be 
Stadtho'der, or Admiral of their Province ; neither 
ſhould their Province, ever give their Suffrage or Con- 
ſent, that he, or any of his Family ſhould be Captain 
General of the Forces of the © ited Provinces : the 
reſt of the Provinces Proteſting and Declaiming 
againſt this, as muzh as they did againſt- the 
Se, ares of Hli.and and IWWeſt Friez/and, for making 
a Separate Peace at Munſter, withour the CON» 
ſent 'of the French King. 

By this its evident, that Sir IFilliom Temple, in 
his obicrvations upon the Unite Prowinces, f.

CGuiy Obſerved 241 ATICIES m.dc W 1th the Scets 
WERTTedy the Commun. fort of  Scets 'en- 
yyyzed more Liberty and Wealth than ever be- 
{9:c they had andcr Ur Lords and Lairds; and 
NOW 
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now no Man durft opprefſs his poor Tenants 
and Neighbours : He likewife ſupprefs'd all 
thoſe Scotiſh Fends, which before {0 ofrzn raged 
in Scotland ; and compelled the Clergy ro mind 
their own Fun&ttion, wyhour meddiing with 
Temporal Aﬀairs. So as the Scors hived never 
ſo free and happy under their Kings, Nobles and 
Lairds, as in that ſhort time they did under 
Meonk's Regency. 

In this State Mo»4 hired the Counteſs of Back 
lough's Houſe, about 3 Miles from Edenburg, 
which had fine Gardens, O:chards, and a ftarely 
Park, Walled abour, belonging ro it; and kere 
he fell into the acquaintance of the Principal 
Nobility and Gerirv of Scotland, ard by his 
familiarity and affability with them, he gained 
their Love ard Friendſhip ; and in this ſtate 
Cromwel would have tound it an hard Task 
ro remove him. 

After Cromwe''s Death, and that his Son Rich. 

ecame Preteftor, he Carrefs'd 1ork by frequent 
Letters, and great Prorefſtarions of kindnets; in 
rreating alſo his Advice and Afliſtance, letting 
him know.tnat his Father did recommend io him, 
as an cf{pecial Commard,to be chiefly ruled by his 
Prudence : Merzk in return anfwered. Thar he 
was very remate, and could not well tell what 
to write ar fuch a diſtince ; but advited him ro 
Call a Parliament, which was the Wiſdom of 
the Nation, by whom he might Þe beſt inſtruct- 
ed: Which R:c52zrd 8d. and it he had flood by 
them, it's thought, 17--z would have ftood by 
kim ; but Rich:rd fooiked all dy Bilolving the 
Parliament ; and when the Erg:jh Army had 
Depoicd 


v 
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Depoſed his Brother Henry, by frequent Meſſages 
and Letters, he invited Monk to appear,and give a 
check ro the Mutinous and Seditious Engliſh 
Army, which now Courted Monk as well as he; 
and fo did the Rump after rhey_ were reſtored ; 
{9 that in all the Troubles and Alterations 1n 
Engl nd, both England and Ireland LOO, Courted 
Monk, who far (till and was quiet in Scor- 
land. 

Lambert's fiery Ambition, burnt out that Pru- 
dence, which Cromwel obſerved, in making 
ſure of Monk, before he attempred to turn our 
the Rump; which Lambert did not, nor fo much 
as made his Deſign known to Monk : The turn- 
img our the Rump, and erecting a Committee of 
Safety to Govern, being Sectarics, Republicans 
and Eneinies to Monk, which he called Phana- 
zicks, he knew na Good was intended him by 
this Change ; and therefore reſolved not to fub- 
mir to it: But herein Monk proceeded with as 
much Caution and Prudence as Lambert did 
in Haſte and Folly. Here you may ſee how 
Ambition and Intereſt change Mens Actions, for 
herein, what Monk allowed in Cromwe!, he dil- 
Claims in Lambert. 

For upon the 18:h, of Ofober. Monk Marched 
with his own Guards from Dalkeith tro Edenburg, 
where his own Regiment of Foot Quartered, 
and Seized all ſuch Officers, as he iufpected 
would not be true to him in his Defign, and 
{ccar'd them; and Drew his Forces into the 
Field, and gave them an Account of his refolu- 
ron, To Adhere to a Civil Fiuthority, and nit to fot- 
low the Engliſh Army in their mad Coun'cls, and 

5 [ lanatick 
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Phanatick Courſes, which was entertained by the 
Souldiers, and generally by the Scots. 

At his return out of the Field, he received an 
Expreſs from the Governour' of Berwick, That 
he feared he ſhould not be able to ſecure the 
Town for him, almoſt all the Officers in the 
Town being Anabapriſts: Whereupon Monk gave 
Order to a Troop of Horſe to March to Berwick, 
to ferch away the ill-affeted Officers, and ſerr 
alſo a Blank- Commillion to the Governour 10 
put in what Officers he pleaſed; bur it was 
dittcult ro get a Troop to March, being abour 
49 Miles from Edenburg, the Days thort, ard 
Ways deep and bad; yet Captain Fehn/on un- 
dertook the Journey, and arrived at Berwick 
bur the Night before Col. Cobbert entered Berwick, 
ſent from Lamiert, whon Fohn/on ſeized, and 
tent Cobbet and the fulpeted Officers, Priſoners 
2 Ede YOUrg. 

'Twas well Monk ſacceeded fo well at Berwick, 
f)r Otherwiſe he had had a hard Game to play, 
the Engliſh Army in Scotland, being tar of in the 
more remote Northern and Weſtern Parts of it; 
and Lamber: upon his March from Londen, with 
( it may be |} the braveſt Body of Horle in Ezrope, 
againſt him, and could augment his Foot in his 
March : Bur if Mcnk was Fortunatre in reducing 
Berwick, he was not lefs unfortunate in endea- 


-Vouring to reduce Carliſle, tor having fent Capr. 


Dean upon that account, his whole Troop de- 
{erted him, and joined with the Garrifon ; be- - 
tides, Munk having ſent Letters to many of the 
Officers in held whom he thought he might 
conhde iv. and to' the Othcers in the Engel 

Ficet 
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Fleet then Riding in the Downs, they all refuſed 
to Join with him. Herenpon the SefEtaries in 
the Engliſh Army grew infolent, and drew off 
from Monk in diſcontent ; whereupon Monk kept 
back their Pay, and bid them feek their A r- 
rears of them ro whom they were going; which 
they could not kave done in a worſe time, now 
the Rump had Voted it treaſon to raiſe any mo- 
ny ta pay them ; theſe Officers were adove 140, 
and their Arrears Moz& kept, the better to pay 
the Officers he could confide in. However, this 
could not ſecure Mok of thoſe Souldiers which 
he confided in; for Robinſon, a Captain of Dra- 
gcons, having received his Pay, and the Souldiers 
Back, Breaſt and Pot, ran away with b1s whole 
Treop to Newcaſtls; and moſt of Twifeton's Re- 
giment refuted Mozk's Service. However, Mut 
by Dr. Troutbeck, received ſecret aflurance, from 
my Lord Fairfax, to be afliſting to him. 

Now with in-fincere affections both ſides a- 
free to a Treaty of Accommodation to be at 
London, and Monk named Wilks, Knight. and 
Cloberry his Commilſioners, theſe had publick 
Inſtructions from the General Council, and pri- 
vare from the General, to which the Committee 
of Safety named three ( whoſe Names I do nor 
find ) to Treat with them. Theſe agreed that a 
Committee of 19 ſhould be appointed ; five for 
Erg!and, not Membcis of the Army, viz. MÞ:te- 
lick, Vane, Ludlin, Salwey and Berry; and five 
tor Stand, vis. St. 1 obn, Warreſton, Harrington, 
Sccr and Thompſm; the reſt for England, Scutland 
ain freland, to be Members of the Army ; They 
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to determine the qualifications «f the Members 
of Parliament. 

* Thar Two Field Officers of every Regiment, 
c p . 

and one Commilſon-Officer of every Garriſon, 
* and 10 Officers of the Fleer ſhall meet ar a 
* General Council, to adviſe touching the Form 
* of Government. 

Monk as aſtoniſhed at this Agreement, ard 
contrary to his wonred reſervedneſs, rold rhe 
Meſteng;<r, * Thar if the Honeſty of ſome, cer- 
* taiily the Prudence of them all was to be fſul- 
* pected; and commirred Wilks to Pritor for 
tran{gretling his Commiſſion ; ard 'twas obſerv- 
ed he never was ſo much out of Humour as uvp- 
on his Commitlioners affenting to this Agree- 
ment; for by this Agreement the Committee 
would contiſt of three-fold more for Eng/and and 
Ireland, than for Scctland; and the General 
Council four-iold more; fo that Monk and all 
all the Scets Officers would be art their dit- 
poſing. 

Dr. Gumvle, p. 152, 153. Says, While Moxt 
was in this Melancholy Mood, not ſpeaking, cr 


_ permitting any to ſpeak to him; one of Monks's 


Acquaintance, who was of a pleafant and free 
Converſation, came where Monk was, who ask- 
ed this Gentleman, * Whar he had to fay to this 
* Agreement. Truly Sir, fays he, I am come to 
© make a little requeſt ro you. Whar's thar, I 
* wonder, ſays Mork. Even thar, ſays he, you 
* will Sign me a Pals co go for Holland; yonder 
* is a Ship at Leith, that 1s ready to Sail. What 
E fays Monk, will you leave me? He anfwers, I 
© know not how you may ſhift for your ſelf by 

your 
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"your Greatneſs ; bur be conhdent, they will 
*. never be at relt till they have torn you front 
' your Command ; and what they will do with 
* you then, it concerns you to conſider ; but for 
*my ſelf, though I am a poor Man, I will re- 
* yer put my ſelf into their Power, for I know 
* uit will not be for my Saftery. Whar, replies 
* Monk haſtily, Will you lay the blame upon mc ; 
*if the Army will flick ro me, 1 will ſtick by 
*cthem. The Officers gave him allurance they 
would, for the danger was common to them 
all ; and ſuch a Joy among them hereupon ſuc- 
ceeded, that fome exprelied ir with Tears. 

'Twas faid, That Fleetwood was as feartul of 
Lambert upon this Agreement, as Lambert was 
of Monk, 11 Cafe he would not agree to it. 
Monk therefore wrote to Flerwood, © That the 
* news of a Pacification was very agreeable to 
© him; bur he found fome things doubrtul in 
* the conditions, and other matters not rightly 
* tranſacted by his Commillioners ; that. there- 
* fore, that the Agreement, might be more fſo- 
* lid, he defires the number of the Commuto- 
* ners might be encreaſed, and Newcaſtle, as a 
* more proper place for the Meeting. Fleetwood 
{though dillwaded from it bv Whiteleck and 
others ) agrees to this, and ſo does Lambert, 
whereby he did not ſhew himſelf a great Statcf- 
man. 

Menk now reſolved not to ſubmit to this pre- 
ſent Committee of ſatcty in England, ſcnt Cir- 
cular Letcers to cvery fhire in Scetland. tro fend 
ro Edenburg two Commitlioners, ard to every 
Burruugh tO ſend ONCE, who mct at Edenvurg

where they granted Monk 30000 ſerling above 
the Aſellments, and proferred to aſliſt him with 
20000 Men if he pleaſed ; ' Monk accepts of the 
firſt, and demiirrs upon the ſecondgþut only de- 
hred of them ro take care in his abſence thar 
no diſturbances ſhould be; and thar they abjure 
King Charles and his Intereſt. I know Dr. Gum- 
ble denies this latter; yet I cannot believe the 
Scotiſh Writers about this time, vis. rwo or three 
years after, ſhould ſo poſitively affirm this, which 
all Scotland muſt know to be a Lie, if'it were 
not 10. 2 

Monk having obtained this Aid in Scotland, 
which was Treaſon to impoſe in England; By 
this time Lambert being come to New-ca{tle, ſent 
Three Regiments of Horſe, and one of Dra- 
goons into Northumberland, to feiſe on my Lord 
Grey of Warke's Rents, but Monk prevented the 
Deſign, having before done the Work, and car- 
ried the Money into Scotland, which Dr. Gumble 
fays, was after reſtored.
